REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Silsby Free Public Library and the 
Citizens of the Town of Acworth: 


The circulation of books and magazines from your 
Library, during the year ending Feb. 15, 1914, was 2,808, 
making a weekly average of 54. We have 60 names on our 
cards. 

Seventeen new books have been added; 15 bought by the 
town and two given by friends. 

The list of magazines for 1914 is the same as last year, 
with the exception of Technical World, which was dropped 
because it is so much like Popular Mechanics, and Boys’ Life 
has been added. 1 | 

The pictures of our old residents are all cataloged, 
through the kindness of Miss Davis, who spent much time in 
looking up dates, etc. 

We still lack years 1882, 1883 of the Town Reports, It 
would be a very good thing for our Library to have a com- 
plete set of these reports and we will be grateful to anyone 
who will give us a copy of either or both of them. 

By the vote of the Town last March, making up the 
deficit of $15.93, the Card Catalog is all paid for. We have 
established a Book Station at the home of Mrs. S. A. Young 
in South Acworth. This has been very convenient for the 
people who live too far from the Center to get their books to 
and from the Library, and we hope to be able to continue it. 
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To do this, the Town will have to vote the money necessary 
for its support during the coming year, as the $100 usually 
voted for Library expenses will not cover the running expenses 
of both. Mrs. Young has done very good work, having dis- 
tributed 837 books. The magazines are. sent to South 
Aeworth also. 

During the summer vacation we had a Children’s Hour 
every Saturday afternoon in the Bird room, and, although the 
weather was often ver y warm and summer is a busy time, the 
children came regularly and filled the room. The subjects of 
the talks were both interesting and instructive, and thanks are 
due to Mrs. Perry for taking charge of this department of our 
work and to the people who so ‘kindly gave their time and 
thought in talking to the children. 

Thirty-five dollars of the proceeds of the play, “The Dea- 
con’s Second Wife,” were given to the (ait part to be 
used in buying new shades: and the balance for incidentals 
needed. 

We feel that the Library has done good work during the 
past year and hope for even better things in the future. 

Thanking all those who have been so helpful in giving 
their time in trying to make our Library a power for good in 
the community and those who have given books and maga- 
zines, this report is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF SoutH AcworrH BRANCH LIBRARY 


This branch of the Library was started about the first of 
June, 1913. Sinee that time 837 books have been loaned and 
220 magazines, making 1,031 publications loaned, which shows 
that the people of this section appreciate the advantages of 
getting books in this village. 

Many who come to this village to trade get books who 
would otherwise be deprived of the privilege of the Library, 
which they claim they have to help support. It is believed 
that many more books will be put out in the same time next 
year.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The School Board takes pleasure in presenting its state- 
ment of school finances and policies for the year 1913-14. It 
believes the demands of the citizens of Acworth for improve- 
ment in their schools have been met so far as circumstances 
and one year of time would permit. We call attention to two 
marked departures from former methods: First, the opening 
of outlying schools and consequent elimination of transporta- 
tion expense except where unavoidable; second, the engage- 
ment of more highly trained and competent teachers. The 
results in both cases we believe to have been highly beneficial, 
and we are confident they will meet with public approval. 

We repaired the North division schoolhouse, originally a 
fine building but fast falling to ruin from neglect: and vandal- 
ism. Five other school buildings have received repairs to 
some extent. Money for repairs was used with care, every 
dollar made to count. Volunteer work was done at the North 
school by Mr. Goewey, Mr. Jeffrey and his boys, and by Mrs. 
Goewey. At Derry Hill, repairs and cleaning were done by 
the neighborhood without cost except for material. Most 
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commendable interest was shown in both these districts. 

Our theory is that school funds are to be used solely for 
the good of the children. It is better to pay it to good teach- 
ers than for transportation. This is what we have done this 
past year. It is the*character and ability of the teacher that 
determine whether the school be good or bad. No person 
should be permitted to teach children whose preparation is not 
adequate or whose character is not above reproach. 

Eight schools have been maintained, requiring two more 
teachers than last year, yet the total cost of the schools for the 
year is less than the total cost for the preceding year. Deduct- 
ing from this year’s funds the $231.94 of deficit from the 
preceding year, which had to be paid out of this year’s funds, 
and adding it to the former year’s expense: also deducting $84 
paid for insurance for which the school meeting made no 
provision because not aware it was needed, also deduct $38 
rebate due from the State on Miss Woodward's salary, and 
the remainder available for school expenses falls below the 
amount used last year. We should have been glad to have 
continued the four weeks longer in the winter, but foresaw 
last summer that it would be necessary to close at Christmas. 
The plan, therefore, of utilizing the neighborhood school- 
houses instead of transporting the children, proves cheaper as 
well as far better for the children and the outlying districts. 
It is of vital importance to our town that the outlying districts 
be inhabited. Nothing ever devised is so effectual in depopu- 
lating these regions as the plan for transporting the childen to 
distant schools. 

Teachers have been faithful and, in general, efficient. 
Miss Marion Scharr, at the North school in the spring term, 
did remarkably fine work. She is a graduate of Smith Col- 
lege, of Jewish descent, with high ideals and noble character. 
“She soon won the confidence and esteem of the neighborhood 
and the devotion of the children. By testimony of all the 
parents their children made most rapid progress. No truant 
officer was needed, for the children would not stay away. 
Miss Scharr kept a model district school. In the fall term 
Miss Josephine Love, a high school graduate from Concord, 
Mass., continued that work and gave good satisfaction. She 
will return for the spring term. 

At the Center school, Miss Florence Woodward, a grad- 
uate of Plymouth Normal school. was engaged for the year. 
beginning Sept. 1st. She has given eminent satisfaction. 
After teaching 15 weeks, as specified by the Schaol Board, the 
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patrons of the school, by private subscription, kept her 3 
weeks longer. She will resume her work in March for 
another 15 weeks. 

The school at Derry Hill has been conducted by Miss 
Maud Moody to the entire satisfaction of its patrons. Nine 
children attend there, it being fourth in point of numbers in 
Acworth district. South Acworth has the largest enrollment ; 
the Center next; the North school third, the County and East 
Aeworth schools being the smallest. Miss Moody will con- 
tinue her work in the spring. 

At South Acworth, Mrs. Florence Maxwell taught the 
spring term. She was thoroughly competent, and kept a good 
school. For the fall term we were disappointed in two normal 
graduates, each of whom asked for the school and in turn 
declined upon receiving offers of higher wages elsewhere. It 
was then given to one of our own most estimable youth, Mr. 
Fred Perham, a graduate of Kimball Union Academy, who 
catried it on till the holidays. We hope to place a normal 
graduate, or one of equivalent training, into that important 
school for the spring term, as Mr. Perham does not wish to 
continue. 

At the County school, Miss Abbie Hutchinson taught the 
spring.term. She did good work with the children there. 
Her per cent of attendance was 100, the only school reporting 
perfect attendance for a full term. In the fall term Miss 
Velma Hawkins, a student from Colby Academy, has shown 
special aptitude for teaching children of kindergarten age. 

At East Acworth, Miss. Avis Baker taught the spring 
term and gave satisfaction to all the patrons of that school. 
In the fall term Miss Thurza Welch took the school there. 
She did excellent work. The children showed much interest 
and improvement. Miss Welch, like Miss’ Hawkins, shows 
special aptitude in the management of young children. 

At Grout Hill, Miss Hazel Faught has been teacher with 
good and satisfactory results and the school board expects her 
to continue on in the spring. 

At the Tracy school, Mrs. Putnam was engaged for the 
fall term and began her work. The sickness and subsequent 
death of her mother interrupted her work. Mrs. Parsons, 
who lives in the neighborhood, substituted for Mrs. Putnam 
for several weeks. Both are experienced teachers and the 
school in no way suffered. : 

For repairs for the coming year the needs are: Ist, a 
floor of Georgia pine for the schoolhouse at South Acworth; 
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2d, the houses at Derry Hill and at the North division need 
painting, and the outhouse at Derry Hill needs putting into 
sanitary condition. The outhouse at the Center also is in 
need of attention; 3d, the Tracy schoolhouse should be both 
shingled and painted; 4th, the ceiling in the hallways of both 
the Center and the East Acworth buildings should be covered 
with Georgia pine. The School Board will attend to these 
repairs as rapidly as funds are supplied, and with painstaking 
care. 

The amounts provided for school expenses last year are 
just about sufficient to maintain the schools of the district for 
thirty weeks at the present scale of wages to teachers. This 
past term the total cost of the teaching force was $59 a week, 
$2 of which will be reurned to us by the State in July. 

Eight dollars a week is the highest paid out of town funds 
to any teacher, and $5 a week is the lowest paid to any. Miss 
Woodward receives $10, but $2 of it comes from the State 
because she holds a State certificate. \We aim to make a 
similar arrangement for the South Acworth school. The 
outlying schools are for the most part well provided for by our 
local teachers. 

This report is respectfully presented with some measure 
of satisfaction, together with the avowed purpose of making 
our schools better each year and with the hope that whosoever 
the people of Acworth may see fit to place on its School Board 
in days to come will labor for the welfare of the growing chil- 
dren of this township with unselfish devotion, for in them is 
the sole and only hope of the future.

It 
should be clearly understood that there is no element of per- 
sonality whatever in the action of the members of the Board. 
The members did not seek office; they were invited, 
accepted it as a public duty, were sworn to a faithful perform- 
ance of that duty, and have endeavored to carry out the 
requirements of the laws, and must continue to do so. They 
cannot do otherwise. 
Up to date, thanks for this performance of an obligation, 
not of their seeking, have been chiefly noticable by their 
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absence. It is hoped that before the Spring term of schools 
ends that all parents and guardians of children will assist the 
Board in carrying out the beneficent requirements of Ch. 93,
